united, and hence the rule thai 
giant-farming does not pay, and (lit 
notable exceptions which Mr. Sib- 
Icy seems to illustrate,. Since the 
Sullivant farm, embracing 40,00( 
acres, and the Cayiiga (N. Y.) farm 
of 4,000 acres, are now under out 
management, we may have an op- 
portunity to determine what brains 
can accomplish in the highest de- 
partments of agriculture.
